Opan Compatitlon, 1988. 

An Open Competitive Examination for admission to the Indian Civil Service will be 
held in London in 1928. The viva voce test (Subject 6) will bo held in July, and each 
candidate will in due course be informed when he is to appear. The question papers for 
some written tests of Section B subjects will probably be set in the week beginning 
Sunday, 22nd July. The examination in Section A subjects, which are taken by all 
candidates, will begin on the 1st August. 

The nttmier of persons to he selected at this examination will be announced hereafter. 

No person will be admitted to compete from whom the Secretary, Cwil Service 
Commission, has not received, on or before the 15th May, 1928, an application on the 
prescribed form, a cojyy of which is sent herewith. No allegation that an Application Form 
or a letter respecting such Form has been lost or delayed in the post will he considered by 
the Commissioners unless the person making such allegation produces a Post Office 
Certificate of Posting. Candidates who delay their applications until the last days will 
do so at their own risk. 

Acknowledgments of such Applicatim Forms are sent, and any candidate who has 
filled up and returned the printed Application Form but has not received an acknowledg¬ 
ment of it within four complete days should at once write to the Secretary, Civil Service 
Commission, Burlington Gardens, London, W. 1, Failure to comply with this provision 
will deprive the candidate of any claim to consideration. 

Candidates will be notified in June of the dale and plaee fixed for their viva voce 
test and of the manner in which the fee {£ 8) is to be paid. The time-table of the written 
part of the examination will be posted early in July to tJus address given on the Form of 
Application, and will contain instructions as to the time and place at tvhich candidates 
are to attend. 

NOTE. 


If Open Competitive Examinations for the following Services, viz.:— 

Eastern Cadetships in the Colonial Service ; 

Junior Grade of the Administrative Class in the Horae Civil Service ; 
should be held in 1928 oohburrently with the Open Competitive Examination for the 

Indian Civil Service, candidates duly eligible in respect of age, etc., will be admitted to 
compete for any two or all three of these Services, subject to the following conditions ;— 

(1) Every snooessful candidate who may have been admitted to compete for either the 
Indian or the Colonial Service (or both), as w'ell as for the Home Service, will be called 
upon to declare, immediately after the announcement of the result of the competitions, 
whether he prefers his name to remain on the list of candidates for the Indian or 
Colonial Service or on the list of candidates for the Home Service. 

The name of any candidate who fails to declare his.choice when called upon to do so 
will be removed from the list of candidates for the Home Service. 

(2) Every successful candidate who may have been admitted to compete for both the 
Indian and Colonial Servipes will be called upon to declare, immediately after the 
announcement of the result of the competitions, whether he prefers his name to remain 
on the list of candidates for the Indian Service or on the list of candidates for the 
Colonial Service. 

The name of any candidate who fails to declare his choice when called npon to do so 
will be removed from the list of candidates for the Cbtonial Service. 

(3) All deolaratlona of choice are irrevocable. 

(4) Candidates for all three or any two of the abovomentioned Services will be 

required to pay a consolidated fee of £8. '

REtfulationa for admiOElon to the Indian Civil Sorvioo. 

I 

The following Regulations, made by the Secretary (k State for India in Council, 
are liable to alteration from year to year. / 

1. An examination for admissioii to the Indian Civil Service, open to all qualified 
persons, will be held in London in Jnlj and August of each year for such number of 
uppointmenlB to that Service as the Secretary of State may on each occasion determine. 
The date of the examination will be announced beforehand by the Civil Service 
Commissioiiere. 

2. Save as hereinafter provided a candidate must be a British subject. If the candi¬ 
date (being a British subject) or his father or his mother was not born within His Majesty’s 
Dominions and allegiance then at the time of his birth his father must have been a British 
subject or the subject of a State in India and such father must be or must have continued 
to be until his death a British subject or the subject of such State in India. Provided 
that a ruler or subject of any State in India in respect of whom the Governor-General in 
Council has made a declaration under section of the Government of India Act may 
be considered eligible. 

3. A candidate must have attained the age of twenty-one, and must not have attained 
the age of twenty-four on the first day of August of the year in which the examination 
is held. 

4. A candidate who is a Native of India must obtains certificate of age and qualifica¬ 
tion nnder Regulations 2 and 8 issued under notification of the Government of India, 
No. 1114, dated 12th September, 1918, and signed, should he be a resident in British India, 
by the Secretary to Government of the Province, or the Commissioner of the Division 
within which his family resides, or, should he reside in a Native State, by the highest 
Political Officer accredited to the State in whioh^ns family resides.* 

5. A candidate must be free from disease, constitutional affection, or bodily infirmity 
unfitting him, or likely to unfit him, for the Indian Civil Service.t 

6. A candidate shall satisfy the Civil Service Commissioners that his character is 
such as to qualify him for employment in the Indian Civil Service. 

7. No person who, in a previous year, accepted the offer of a nomination as a 
Selected Candidate for the Indian Civil Service and aabsequently resigned his position as a 
Selected Candidate, will be admitted to the examination. 

8. Should the evidence upon the above points be prima facie satisfactory to the 
Civil Service Commissioners, the Candidate, on payment of the prescribed fee, will be 
admitted to the examination. The Commissioners may, however, in their discretion at 
any time prior to the grant of the Certificate of Qualification hereinafter referred to, 
institute such further inquiries as they may deem necessary; and if the result of such 
inquiries in the case of any candidate should be unsatisfactory to them in any of the 
above respects he will bo ineligible for admission to the Indian Civil Service, and, if 
already selected, will be removed from the position of a Probationer.

No candidate may offer any language or General Anthropology or Special Antnro- 

pology twice in the examination. 2 . u 

Mo candidate may offer in Sections A and C togethejl two languages of the group 
Italian, Spanish, Portuguese or two of the group Norwegiay, Swedish, Danish. 

Only a candidate who takes two n^odern languages in Section B may offer Latin or 
Ancient Greek as an auxiliary language. 

Instead of an auxiliary language a candidate whose mother tongue is an Indian 
language may offer as subject 5 either General Anthropology or Special Anthropology. 

11. In subjeots 50 to 67 the Oivllization subject associated with a language can only 
be taken by candidates who offer the language itself for examination.* 

12. A candidate desiring to offer sabjeot 24 or any of the subjects 31 to 43 must 
produce ev^idence satisfactory to the Commissioners of laboratory training in an institu¬ 
tion of university rank. For Astronomy (22), Geography (44), the Physical Anthro¬ 
pology branch of Special Anthropology (46), and Agriculture (47), other equivalent 
training will be required. There will be no laboratory test as part of the examination. 

13. From the marks assigned to candii^tes in each subject such deduction will be 
made as the Civil Service Commissioners may deem necessary in order to Sv-onre that no 
credit be allowed for merely superficial knowledge. 

14. Moreover, if a candidate’s handwriting is not easily legible a further deduction 
will, on that account, be made from the total marks otherwise accruing to hira.t 

15. A list of the competitors shall be made out in order of their proficiency as 

disclosed by the aggregate marks finally n varded to each ootnpe-itur, and in that order so 
many competitors, up to the determined number of appotutments, as are found by the 
Civil Service Commissioners to be qualified by examination, shall be designated to bo 
Selected Candidates for the Indian Civil Service, provided that they appear to be duly 
qualified in other respects. , 

Should any Selected Candidate become (f^squalified, the Secretary of State tor India 
will determine whether the vacancy thus created ah.all be filled or not. In the former case 
the candidate next in order of merit, and in other respects duly qualified, shall be deemed 
to be a Selected Candidate. 

16. Application for permission to attend an examination must lie made in the 
handwriting of the candidate, at such time and in such manner as may be fixed by the 
Civil Service Commissioners.

EvMMOS of Training* —Candidates who desire to offer any of the subjects 24, 29, 
31-44, 46 (Physical Anthropology branch only), or 47 must send to the Secretary 
of the Civil Service Commission so as to arrive not later than 15th May, 1928, the 
evidence of training described below. Such evidence should be in the form of a 
certificate signed by a responsible officer of the in'>titntion. In the case of an institution 
not situated in the British Isles, the certificate mast state.that the Institution in which 
the work has been done authorized to prepare candidates in that sabjeot for a degree.

2. Enfllsll. —A paper of questions to test the nndersUmding of English and the 
workmanlike use of words. An optional exercise In the writing of verse will be 
inclnded.

A liberal choice of qnestions will be given. Effective and iritilful expoaitlon will be 
expitoted.

technical matter. Verse is not excluded. Accuracy and skill in the usd of English will 
be expected. I 

6. Viva Vooe •“'Pbe examination will be in matters of general interest, not in 
matters of academic interest; It is intended to test the candidate's alertness, intelligence, 
and intellectUHl outlook. The candidate will ba afforded an opportunity of furnishing 
the record of his life and education. On the interview and record the Oommissioners 
judge ihe value, of the oaudidate's personality for each service for which he is entered. 
His value may differ for differunt services, and in that case the mark by which the 
Commissioners express their decision will differ for different services. 


Section B. 

HISTORY. Subjects 7-10.—Candidates should know something of the original autho¬ 
rities, of the principles of historical criticism, and of the principles and the facts of 
geography in relation to history. They must be prepared to draw sketch maps. Although 
a fixed date is given for the end of each period, candidates will be expected to have some 
general knowledge of the subsequent development of movements which continued beyond 
the period : similarly, when a fixed date is given for the beginning of a period, they will 
be expected to know in gcfnerai outline how the initial position was reached. 

7. 8. English History to 1680, British History 1660-1914. —The history will be taken 
as a whole ; politics, economics, and constilfttion will be considered as mutually affecting 
each other, and all together as the outcome the common life of the nation. Literature 
will not be excluded. Candidates will be expected to know so much of European history 
as will make the external action of this country fully intelligible and will explain those 
movements at home which had their beginnings abroad, e.g., the Renaissance, the 
Reformation, and the reactions in this country of the French Revolution. In subject 8 
the outstanding incidents and movements in the history of British possessions will bo 
included. 

9, 10. Europattn History. —Period l, from 400 to 1494 ; Period 2, from 1494 to 1761; 
Period 3, from 1763 to 1914. 

The history of the American continent, of India and of the Far East, will be included 
in so far as it infinences European fortunes in an important degree. 

11. Oonorsi Eoonotnloo.—The subject will be treated as a whole, and candidates 
should be prepared to illustrate the theory by the facts and to analyse the facts by the 
help of the theory. The history of economic thought will be included. 

12. Economic Hlotcry. —Candidates will be expected to have a general acquaintance 
with the early economic history of England ; but special attention will be paid to the 
economic development of the British Isles and other portions of the Empire during the 
last, two or three centuries, and so much knowledge of European and American conditions 
will be expected as is necessary for the understanding of British economic history. 

13. Public ECOncmlCS.—The questions will deal with the main forms of State action, 
neutral and local, in the economic sphere, together with public finance. 

14. PolltICttI Theory. —Candidates will be expected to show a knowledge of political 
theory and its history, political theory being understood to mean not only the theory of 
ileglalation, but aUo the general history of the State and its connection with kindred 
studies such as Ethics,'' Psychology, Jurisprudence, Public International Law, and Econo¬ 
mics. Candidates will be expected to show a knowledge of original authorities. 

15. PolltICftI OrgUnlSUtlOII. —This will include Constitutional Forms (Representative 
■Government, Federalism, otc.) and Public Administration, central and local. The history 
of institutions is not included, but candidates will be expected to know the earlier stages 
from which existing institutions have directly developed. 

16. RenttitUtiaiMl Law. —The Constitutional Law of the United Kingdom and of 
the British Empire, and the Law of English Local Government. 

17. PriV fft t Law.—T he following branches of English Private Law j—the Law pf 
Heal and Personal Property (including the Law of Snooesslon), Contracts, and Torts, 
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' ]g. ItoaMUi Law.—Roman Private Law and ita hietpry atndied inaoimexion with 
the Institutes of Oaius and Justinian, Ind^tnding the history of the legislative and juiioiai 
prooesses. Passages will be set for trangletion and comment, but credit will not be given 
merely for capacity to translate the texts. 

19. Intamatlonal Lsw.—Public International Law. 

20. Moral PtallOSOphy.—The history of the subject ywill be included. Candidates 
will have an opportunity of showing their strength eitl^r in Ancient Philosophy or in 
Modern Philosophy. 

21. Mataphyaica.—As for Moral Philosophy. 

22. Lo^iO.—The subject will be interpreted in a wide sense. Epistemology in its 
bearing on logical problems will ho included, together with Formal Logic and Boientiflc 
Method. Questions may be set on Mathematical Logic, i.e., on the Logic of Mathematics, 
Symbolic Logic, and the Logic of Probability ; and also on the history of Logic. A 
considerable choice of questions will be allowed. 

23. PsyohOlOgy.—Questions on the history of the subject may be included. 

24. Exparlaiantal PayOhOiOEy*—^ candidate who desires to offer this subject must 

produce evidence satisfactory to the Civil Service Commissioners of laboratory training 
in an institution of university rank. ^ 

MATHEWMTIGS. Subjects 25-28—The use of the slide-rule and of mathematical tables 
will be allowed. 

25. LOWar Plira Mathematlaa.—Geometry of two and of three dimemsions accord¬ 

ing to Euclid (synthetic geometry), to Descartes (analytioal geometry), and to Monge 
(descriptive geometry, dealing with three-dimensional figures by the use of plan and 
elevation). The method of vectors including scalar and vector products, with applica¬ 
tions. Only the main properties of conics and quadrics, including those of poles, polars 
and polar planes, are expected. ^ 

Algebra : complex numbers ; uniformly converging infinite series ; the elements of 
the theory of equations including the numerical solution of aigebraic equations, but nut 
including the formal solution of the cubic and quartie. 

Infinitesimal calculus of real variables to partial differentiation and multiple integrals 
with applications to geometry. Candidates should be able to deal with the types of 
differential equations occurring in elementary mechanics. 

The proof of Taylor’s series will not be required. 

No great skill will be expected in solving oomplioated problems of an elementary 
nature. The questions will involve the use of mathematical instruments. 

26. Higher Pure Mathematlos.—Lower Pure Mathematics together with— 

The geometry of curves and surfaces. Tensor calculus. 

Elementary analysis, including simple functions of a complex variable and contour 
integration. 

Differential equations in one independent variable. Elementary treatment of partial 
differential equations, with special reference to the differential equations of mathematical 
physios. Existence theorems are excluded. 

Mathematical theory of probability, including theory of errors, method of least 
squares, curve fitting, and correlation. 

Calculus of finite differenoes, including numerical integration and summation and 
linear difference equations. 

A considerable choice of questions will be allowed, so that full marks may be 
obtained by covering about half the range stated. 

27. Lower AppU*(l Mathmatiot.—Statlos, hydrostatics, dynamics, elementary' 
theory of electricity and magnetism, including the induction of cnrrents. Questions will 
be of an elementary character, but will not be confined to two dimensions ; they will 
involve the use of the oalculus. Candidates are free to use differential equations, but a 
knowledge thereof will not be necessary to answer the questions. Attention will be paid 
to problems which arise naturally and to general principles ; artitioial problems will be 
avoided. The questions will involve the use of mathematioal instrnmente. 

28. WglMr AppHtd llatlMIMItlOt.—Lower Applied Mathematics tog^her with— 

Statics to a more advanced stage, including graphical treatment. 

Dynamics to the equations of Euler and Lagraxige nnd inoladlfxg the ^eory et the 
vibration of strings and other simple systems. 
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Hydrody&Bnaioa, inolading the elementary theory of ■ihA 'xaottPQ'Of a(4i<l0 through a 
liquid, surface waves, and vibrations in gases. 

Elasticity, including the elements of the vibrations of rods, 'ftlates and bars. 
Electricity and magnetism. 

Thermodynamics, kinetic theory of gases, radiation. 

A considerable choice of questions will be allowed, so that full marks may be 
obtained by covering about ha^ the range stated. 

29. AstfOnomy,—Geometrical optics will be included. 

A candidate who desires to offer this subject must produce evidence satisfactory to 
the Civil Service Commissioners of practical training in an observatory. 

<10. StStiStlOt.—Frequency distributions, averages, percentiles, and simple methods 
of muuBuring dispersion ; graphic methods ; elementary treatment of qualitative data, 
e.g,, investigation of association by comparison of ratios, oonsistency of data ; the practice 
of the simplest graphic and algebraic methods of interpolation. 

Practical methods used in the analysis and interpretation of statistics of prices, 
wages and incomes, trade, transport, production and consumption, education, &o. ; the 
more elementary methods of dealing with population and vital statistics ; miscellane¬ 
ous methods used in handling statistics of experiments«or observations. 

Elements of modern mathematical theory of statistics:—frequency curves and the 
mathematical representation of groups generally ; accuracy of sampling as affecting 
averages, percentages, ’ the standard deviation; significance of observed differences 
between averages of groups, etc.; the theory of correlation for two variables. 

NATURAL SCIENCE. Subjects —The standard of the higher division of a science 

will be that which is required in the main subject for an honours degree at the universities. 
The standard for the lower division of a science will be that required in a subject 
subsidiary to the main subject, whether required at the final degree examination or at a 
preceding examination. 

A candidate who desires to offer a science must produce evidence satisfactory to the 
Civil Service Commissioners of laboratory training in that science in an institution 
of university rank ; the period of training required is one academic year, whether the 
candidate offers the higher division of the science or the lower division or both divisions.

43. EngInOOrIng. —strength of materialo ; theory of structures ; mechanism and 
dynamics of machines; heat and thermodynamics; surveying; hydraulics, including 
hydraulic machines ; electricity and magnetism. 

The subject will be treated in a general manner and the questions will be confined 
to the more elementary parts of the subject. The candidate will be expected to be 
familiar with graphical methods and to have some skill in mechanical drawing. 

A candidate who desires to offer Engineering must produce evidence satisfactory to 
the Civil Service Commissioners of training for at least one academic year in an institu¬ 
tion of university rank. 

44. Bttrgmphy—Geography as understood in the universities, not excluding topics 
which concern geography jointly with other subjects such economics, history, physios, 
botany, and geology. There will be a practical test which will necessitate a knowledge ''f 
cartographical methods and notations, and for this test drawing instruments maybe 
required. 

A candidate who desires to offer this subject must produce evidence satisfactory to 
the- Civil Service Commissioners of training for at least one academic year in an 
inatitution of university rank, 

45. fifinilUl Anthropology. —Primitive culture in its various aspects ; including 
economic pursuits (food collecting, hunting, fishing, domestication of animals, agriculture) ; 
the general scheme of primitive social organization ; early religion and mkgio, mythology, 
beliefa, ritnala and ceremonial; decorative art, music, dancing. Candidates will be 
expected to show some knowledge of the customs, insiitutions and beliefs of living races 
of rude culture rather than knowledge of prehistory, archaeology, or evolutional or 
hiatoribal conjeotureB.

Sooial AnthropolOiyi —A falter knowledge of primitive social organisation will be 
here expected : the tribe, the village oouimanity, kinship groaping and the family. 
Htady of the manner in which law works among primitive people and of their forms of 
administering justice. The economic organization of the primary pursuits and industries; 
the types of distribution, exchange and trade. Exchange and the beginnings of currency. 
Adjustments of European economic systems, iaws and moraluy to races on an earlier level 
or of a different type of culture. Early forms of magical aid religious belief and ritual. 
The relatiou betweeu faith hnd knowledge in primitive socjlties. 

Phyiloal AnthropolOlJfi with which are included prehistoric archeology aud techno¬ 
logy. Ciiididates wilt be expected to have such knowledge as may be acquired by 
laboratory and mnsenm work, consisting mainly in the handling and study of specimens 
and exhibits. The subject wilt he treated with special, but not exclusive, reference to 
peoples of rude culture, incttiding prehistoric civilisations. 

A candidate who desires to offer Physical Anthropology must produce evidence 
satisfactory to the Civil Service Commissioners of training in an institution of nniverslty 
rank. 

47. AgrlOUltura.—Agricultural chemistry, agricultnral botany, and agricnltaral 

zoology ■will be inolnded. • •,

A candidate who desires to offer this subject must produce evidence satisfactory to 
the Civil Service Commissioners of training in an approved institntion. 

48, 4'b English Literature. —Period l, from 1350 to 1700; Period 2 , from 1660 to 
19U. 

Candidates should be prepared to show a first-hand knowledge of some of the works

Questions on other writers will not be excluded, but on the whole, the questions will be 
directed to the best-known authors and their best-known works. Candidates should know 
so much of the history as is necessary to understand the literature in its relation to other 
activities of the nation. 

Questions will not be set on the history of the^^^language before Chaucer, nor. In 
general, on its morphological or phonological changes since his time ; the history of work¬ 
manship, style, and prosody will not be excluded. 

CIVILIZATIOM AW LAN0IMBE8. Subjects 50-67.—>In these the civilization subject 
associated with a language can be taken only by candidates who also utl'er themselves for 
examination in the language itself. 

In the questions on civilization, history and literature will, as far as possible, be 
brought into close relation. In history, candidates will be expected to show a knowledge 
of the original authorities. They must also be prepared to answer questions on historical 
gengraiihyt and to draw sketch maps. The qu.'stions on literature will require first-hand 
knowledge of the authors ; and the authors dealt with will he those which candidates 
ought to have read. Passages of literature may be set for oommeut ot) matters of social,

pulitioal, luj^ai, or other historical importano«»^ Questioaa on phijiology and tlio older 
forms of the languages may be sot, but wi 11 jyt be compulsory. In the question papers 
on civilization, candidates will not be required to write their answers in the foreign 
language. 

In the conversation test importance is attached to pronunciation. The study of 
phonetics is an important aid to correctness of pronunciation, and candidates who take 
modern languages will be expected to have studied phonetics in connection; with the 
language or languages taken. 

LAtin Lan^lUI^,—Translation, and prose or verse composition. The composition 
paper will be so arranged iQbt candidates may confine themselves to prose oompositioii 
or to verse composition or, if they prefer, may take some prose and some versb. 

51. Sonuin civilization, —Roman History and Latin Literature. The outlines of 
the history and development down to 180 A.D. should be known ; but the mala stress will 
be laid on the period 133 B.O. to 117 A.D. 

52. Creek Language.— As for Latin. 

53. Creek Civilization. —Greek History and Literature. In history the main stress 
will be on the period .510 U.C. to 323 B.C. 

54. Freneh Language, —Translation, free composition, set composition, and 

conversation. 

55. French Civilization, —k’rcnch History and Literature., The outlines of the 
history and dev.'lopinent prior to 1589 should be knowa ; the period from 1589 to 1660 in 
somewhat mure detail ; but the main stress will be on the period from 1660 to the present 
day. 

56. Carman Language.— As for French. 

57. Carman Civliizatlon, —German History' and Literature. Candidates ahonld know 
in outline the history of the Medieval Empire, of the growth of the German cities, of the 
Reformation in Germany, and of the Thirty years War ; but the main stress will be on the 
period from the accession of Frederick the Great to the present day. 

58. Sjianlsh, Italian, Language.— As for French. 

59. Spanish Civilization, —Spanish History and Literature. In history the main 
stress will be on the periods from the Uuion of Castile and Aragon under Ferdinand and"' 
Isabella to the liberation of the Netherlands, and again from 1800 to the present day. 

Italian Civilization. —Italian History and Literature. In history the main stress 
will be on the L5th century, and the first half of the I6th centnry and again on the period 
from 1789 to the present day. Sufficient should be known of the earlier period to 
understand the position of the Pope and the Emperor in Italy, the rise of the towns, and 
the position of Dante in history. 

60. Russian Language.— As for French. 

61. Russian Civilization. —Russian History and Literature. Something should be 
known of the history since the accession of Peter the Great, but the main stress will be 
on the period from 1800 to the present day. Only the broadest outlines of the history 
prior <o Peter the Great will be required. 

62. Arabic Language. —Translation, free composition, set composition, conversation. 
The examination will be in the modern language. 

63. Arabic CIviilzaticn. —Arabic History and Literature. The main stress in both 
history and literature will be on the period from the middle of the 6th century A.D. to 
the middle of the 13th century A.D. 

64. Persian Language. —Translation, free composition, set composition, conversa¬ 
tion. The examination will be in the modern language. 

65. Persian Civliizatlon. —Persian History and Literature. The main stress in both 
history and literature will be on the period 1000 A.D. to 1500 A.D. Candidates will bo 
expected to have a general knowledge of the history of Persia before 1000 A.D. and 
from 1500 A.D. to the present time.

66 . Sanskrit Language. —Translation, prose composition, and questions on Vedic 
and Sanskrit grammar. Both Vedio and olassioal Sanskrit passages will be set for 
translation ; composition will be required in classical Sanskrit alone. 

—Sanskrit literature and the history of the civilization and 
thought of India from the Vlftdic period to a.d. 1200.

Canthdatea who at the ordinary session satisfy the Commissioners that they are 
sufficient^ at home in the saddle for the efficient performance of all duties required of 
members of the Indian Civil Service will bo awarded marks ranging between 101 and 21K) 
according to the degree of proficiency displayed. 

Candidates who at the ordinary session fall short of this adequate proficiency 
but show such minimum proficiency as is evidence that with a moderate amount of 
practice they can attain full proficiency, will receive marks ranging between 1 and 
100 ; they will be allowed to proceed to Itnlia and will on their arrival there bo 
subjected to sneh further tests in riding as may be prescribed by their Local 
Government.* 

Any Candidate who at the ordinary session fails to show a minimum proficiency 
will be examined again at a special session. If he then attains adequate proficiency 
he will not be subjected to further tests in India. IP he attains minimum proficiency 
he will be allowed to proceed to India under the sumo condition us if he had attained 
minimum proficiency at the ordinary session. No credit in marks will be given for any 
performance at a special session. 

Probationers may also be examined in riding at such time or times as the Commis- 
kioners may appoint during the course of the probationary period. 

(9) Such deductions as the Civil Service Commissioners may consider necessary 
will be made from the marks assigned to candidates at the lutermudiate and Final 
Examinations in order to secure that no credit is allowed for merely superficial 
knowledge. 

(10) The Civil Service Commissioners will prepare lists of the oaudidutes in order of 
merit ; the order for the one-year probationers being based on the sum of the marks 
obtained by the candidates at the Open Competitive and Final Examinations, the order 
for the two-year probationers being based on the sum of the marks obtained by the 
candidates at the Intermediate and Final Examinations. 

(11) The selected candidates whose performance in the compulsory subjectst of the 
Final Examination is such as to satisfy the Civil Service Commissioners, and who have 
also satisfied the Commissioners of their eligibility in respect of nationality, age, health, 
character, and conduct during the period of probation, shall be certified by the Commis- 
sloners to be entitled to be appointed to the Indian Civil Service, provided that they shall 
comply with the Regulations in force, at the time, for that Service.

CHAPTER I. 
General, 


1. In these rules— \ 

% 

(1) “ Emigrant ” means a person engaged by a certificated garden 
sardar, for the purpose of emigrating to a labour district and entered 
in the prescribed register kept up by duly' licensed local agent, or a 
dependant of any such person. 

(2) “Intending emigrant ’’ means a ])erson who intends to bo 
engaged by a garden sardar for the purpose of emigrating to a labour 
district ora dependant of any such person. 

2. The schedules and forms attached to these rules are prescribed 
for the several purposes specified in the heading of each, and shall be 
taken as a part of the rules. 

3. The same provision in every respect shall be made for depend¬ 
ants as for emigrants and intending emigrani,<! themselves, and all rules 
regulating the treatment and transport * of cmigratd.s or intending 
emigrants, shall be applicable to their dependants also. 


CHAPTER II 

Powers and duties of offloers under the Act. 

PART I.— Magistrates. 

4. Every Magistrate shall bring to the Tiotice of the Superintendent 
of Emigration any case of misconduct on the part of any local agent 
or garden sardar, which may come to bis knowledge. 

6. When a garden sardar’s certificate is cum'elled by' a District 
Magistrate under section 63, notice of the fact shall be given to the 
Assam liabour Board in addition to the employer of the^ garden sardar 
and the officers mentioned in sub-section (1) of that section. 

6. Before a local agenX’s license is cancelled by a District Magis¬ 
trate on general grounds and not on any specific charge of misconduct 
he shall consult the Assam Labour Board. 

7. The District Magistrate shall intimate to the Assam Labour 
Board any changes made by him\, in the procedure with regard to 
emigration. 


PART II. -SuPBBWraENDBNTS OF EMIGRATION. 

• 8. (1) When a garden sardar's license is cancelled by a Superih- 

iehdent of Emigration the notice of the fact shall be given to the Assam 
Labour Board in addition to the employer of the garden sardar and 
the officers mentioned in section 63 (7). , 
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(2) The Superiniwident of Calcutta, shall mapeet end 

supemse the emigration arrangement at the prescnbed halting places 
and the Port of Embarication. 

9. The Superintendant of Emij^ation shall not grant a license to 

any person to be a local agCnt without a recommendation from the 
Assam Labour Board. It is the duty of the Superintendent to see that 
only suitable persons of good character and standing are licensed to 
be local agents and no lioettse shall ba issued merely because nothing 
is known against the person for whqm a local agent’s license has been 
applied for. > 

10. Tfo person shall be licensed to be a local agent who is reason¬ 
ably suspected to have ahy connection with any unlicensed recruiter. 

It shall be the duty of th«J Superintendent to see that emigrants are 
engaged through genuine garden sardars. He may reject an applica¬ 
tion for license for a local agent for the reasons stated in this rule and 
ir rule 9 notwithstanding that ihe Assam Labour Boar^ may have 
recommended that it be granted. 


PART III.— ^Mkdical Inspectors. 

11. Every Medical Inspector, other than the Civil Surgeon of a 
district, except the Medical Inspectors of Emigrants, Calcutta and 
Goalundo, shall be subordinate, in {^matters connected with his duties 
as such Inspector, to the Civil Surgeon of the district to which he 
is appointed. 

# 

PART IV.— Government Officers generally. 

12. Every Government officer administering any of the provisions 
of this Act shall, in the absence of definite orders to the contrary, act 
under the general instructions of the Superintendent of Emigration 
appointed for the local area in which such officer is working. All orders 
of Government will be transmitted through the Superintendent, and 
all reports and returns shall be made through the Superintendent, who 
will correspond direct with Government through the Commissioner of 
the Division. 

13. The Medical Inspector of Emigrants and Embarkation Agent, 
Goalundo, and the Emigration Officers at halting places shall ordinarily 
act under the general instructions of the Superintendent of Emigration, 
Calcutta. All orders of Government will be transmitted to them 
through the Superintendent of Emigration, Calcutta, who will corres¬ 
pond direct with Government. 

14. Every officer inspecting place of accommodation shall record 
the result of his inspection in the Visitors’ Book kept for the purpose, 
and, if he is not himself the Superintendent of Emigration, shall for¬ 
ward a copy of his inspection note to the Superintendent. 


CHAPTER lit. 

LiotiMM and Few. 

15., The Tea Disti’icts Labour Association desiring to obtain 
a license under section 64 for any person to he a local agent for the 
purpose of representing the Association in the recruiting districts and 
supervising the collection of emigrants by his garden sardars shall applv 
to the Superintendent of Emigration through the Assam Labour Board. 

16. Tb& following procedure is^ to be followed by associations or 
firms desiring to he authorised in terms of section 64 (2) of Act VI of 
1901 as amended by section 3 (2) of the Assam liabour and Emigration 
(Amendment) Act 1915 (VIII of 1916) to apply for local agents’

The application for authorisation should be forwarded to the Govern¬ 
ment of India through the local Government or Governments under 
whose jurisdiction the local agent or agents would work.

CHAPTER IV. 

Plaoes of aooommodation provided by local agants. 

j®'. ®y®*7 local agent shall provide sufficient and proper accom¬ 
modation in a suitable place for emigrants or intending emigrants and 
their dependants pending their removal to a labour district and the 
provisions of sub-sections (2) to (4) of section 62 shall apply to such 
accommodation. 

20. Every local agent shall supply to the Magistrate of the district 
in which they establish a place of accommodation, the following 
information: — 

(а) Name, father’s name and caste of local agent or garden sardar. 

(ft) Date of grant of license in the case of local agent, or of counter¬ 
signature of certificate in the case of garden sardar. 

(c) Village in which the place of accommodation is situated. 

(d) Name of owner of place of accommodation. 

A register shall be maintained in the Magistrate’s office in which 
the above information shall be entered. 

21. No premises shall he iised for the accommodation of emigrants 
\intil a local agent obtains from the District Magistrate a license in 
Form No. 2 nor until it has been inspected and approved by the said 
District Magistrate or any other officer deputed by him, and the Civil 
Surgeon of the district or any Assistant Surgeon deputed by the latter 
for the puipose or the Medical Inspector. 

22. At each place of accommodation there shall he hept a Visitors’ 
Book in which the Magistrate, or the Civil Surgeon, the Medical Tnspecr 
tor or other officer authorised to inspect it, shall enter their orders t>r 
remarks and the dates of their visits. The local agent shall forward 
within three days of any inspection a copy of the orders or remarks in 
the Visitors’ Book to the District Magistrate. 

23. It shall be competent for the District Magistrate, by order in 
writing, to direct a local agent to appoint, for any place of acxjommoda- 
tion xised by the garden sardars working under him, a proper person 
to he in charge. Such persons shall constantly reside in the place of 
accommodation. Should the local agent fail to appoint a nerson to be 
ill charge or should the person appointed fail to reside on the premises, 
the local agent shall he liable to a fine not exceeding Bs.

26. In each sleeping shed the number of emigrants to be accom¬ 
modated shell be calculated at the uniform rate of not less than 14 
superficial feet 'of space to 'each person and shall never exceed that 
specified in the license {Form No. 2) granted by the District Magis¬ 
trates, a copy of which shall be posted in a conspicuous place for infor¬ 
mation of inspecting ofiicers. 

27. Separate accommodation shall be provided for females unaccom¬ 
panied by male relatives. 

’28. No cooking or feeding shall be allowed in the sleeping sheds, 
which shall be kept thoroughly clean, well-ventilated and watertight. 

29. Air and light shall be admitted freely into sleeping sheds, 
suitable protection from^ the elements,being provided. 

30. OQoking sheds with fire-places or chulas arranged in a row shall 
have mud-plastered walls, and wherever possible, tiled roofs; and a 
cemented masonry sink or proper receptacle for rice water and other 
kitchen refuse shall be provided. Such sink or receptacle shall be 
frequently disinfected. 

31. Each emigrant shall be supplied, at his own choice, with 
either— 

(1) dry rations and the means of cooking them, 

(2) a dry meal consisting of churn, mttoo or similar food eaten by 

peonle of the class to which the emigrant belongs, or 

(3) cooked food of the materials given in Schedule A. 

32. - Cl) Latrines shall be separately provided for males end females 
properly roofed, 'thoroughly well ventilated and lighted, and placed in 
an accessible position. The plan of latrines, and the system adopted 
for the daily remoyal of liffht soil and other refuse matter, shall be 
subject to the approval of the Medical Inspector or the Civil Surgeon. 
The amount of accommodation to be provided shall be in the proportion 
of not less than one seat for every 15 of the emigrants, which the place 
of accommodation is licensed to accommodate. 

(2) A sufficient number of sweepers, the number to he approved by 
the District Magistrate, shall be maintained for the cleansing of the 
latrines, and the sleeping and cooking sheds and the surroundings of 
the place of accommodation generally. 

33. (1) The sites of all places of accommodation shall he well 
drained. The drains shall be of cemented masonry and shall be so 
constructed as to carry off aft rain and waste water and shall frequently 
he disinfected. 

/2) The walls of the sleeping and cooking sheds shall be white¬ 
washed.at least once in every six months, and in the event of outbreak 
of epidemic disease in the place of accommodation or the neighbourhood 
they shall be white-washed at least once in each week, while such 
epidemic continues. The sleeping sheds shall be frequently disinfected 
and every effort shall be made to keep the place of accommodation free 
from files. 

34. Unless a sufficient supply of water for drinking and washing 
purposes is available from a municipal water-supply installation, a 
good masonry well shall be provided at every place of accommodation, 
surrounded by a cemented masonry platform so sloped as to convey 
the waste water away from the well. The well shall be covered in 
and fitted with a pump, or with a pidley and chain with a receptacle 
for drawing water attached. A special person shall be appointed to 
draw water from the well for the emigrants and latter shall not be 
permitted to do so' themselves, nor to use their own receptacles for 
drawing water therefrom. The well shall be freqaenfiy disinfected 
with permanganate of potash or chlorine. A maisonry platform for 
batbixig and washing purposes shall be proyidafi. apd it shaft be at a 
distance from the well. Bathing and the washing of clothes- at the 
well are prohibited. 
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36. In the event of cholera or amall-pox or other dangerously 
con^municable disease appearing in the place of accomnodationt, o^ery 
emigrant attacked shall immediately be sent to the authorised hospital 
for treatment, and the relatives of the afEected persons, not Accompany¬ 
ing the patients, shall e,t the same time be segregated in an isolated 
part of the place of accommodation compound and shall not be removed 
thence without the written permission of the Medical Inspector or the 
Civil Surgeon to whom a report shall be promptly sent. 

36_. Clothing, blankets, mats that have been in contact with persons 
suffering troiii dangerously communicable disease, such as small-pox or 
cholera, hospital dressings, foul rags, and all combustible filth shall be 
regularly and thoroughly burnt in a safe and suitable place. The 
segregation shed, immediately it ceases to be occupied, shall be care¬ 
fully cleaned out and disinfected by fumigation or other efficient means. 

CHAPTER V. 

Repatriation of emigrants. 

37. _ A chalan containing a description of the emigrant and his 
thumb impression shall be prepared for every emigrant to be repatri¬ 
ated, and sent to the Magistrate of the district to which he is to be 
despatched. 

38. Every such emigrant shall be despatched, with a peon as escort, 
if necessary, by traiji to the station nearest to the headquarters of the 
district in which his home is situated. As soon as he has been so 
despatched, a telegram shall be sent to the Magistrate of the district 
in which the station is situated, informing him of the despatch of the 
emigrant. 

39. The District Magistrate on the receipt of such information shall 
make urj ungements to have the emigrant met at the station and produc^ed 
in his Court. After satisfying himself of the identity of the emigrant 
lie shall sign the chalan and return it to the despatfihing Magistrate. 

40. When the railway station nearest to the native district of the 
emigrant is not in that district, the Magistrate of the district in which 
such station is situated, shall forward the emigrant to the Magistrate of 
liis native district, who will follow the procedure laid down in rule 39. 

41. All expenditure incurred in the repatriation of emigrants under 
these rules shall be recovered, subject to the provisions of section IGl 
of the Act, from the garden sardar or other person in charge of the 
emigrants or from the employers concerned or their local agents. 

42. In the case of emigrants who on their arrival at Goalundo 
en route to labour districts are found by the Subdivisional tlfficer at 
Goalundo to have been wrongfully recruited and who are ordered by 
him to be patriated the Embarkation Agent shall arrange for their 
repatriation, observing, as far as practicable, the same procedure as 
laid down in clauses (6) to of rule 45 for the repatriation of emigrants 
returned from the labour districts. The cost of repatriation which may 
include all or part of items of expenditure mentioned in clause {ji) of 
rule 46 shall be recovered, subject to the provision of section 161 of the 
Act, in such cases from the garden sardar or other person in charge 
of the emigrants, or in default, from the employer by whom the certi¬ 
ficate of the garden sardar was granted, or from the local agent of the 
employer. 

43. Emigrants repatriated from the labour districts or from any 
place subject to the jurisdiction of the Government of Assam will be 
returned to their native districts under the orders of that Goveniment. 

44. The following rules framed by the Assam Administration shall 
be observed in sending back such emigrants and their dependants to 
their native districts : — 

In every case in which an emigrant or dependant is to be sent back 
to his native district under any of the sections of Act VT of 1901, the 
Magistrate or Inspector shall cause a chalan to bo prepared in the 
following form in triplicate: — 

(1) iN^ame of emigrant— 

(2) Father’s name— 

(8) Names of dependants, if any— 

(4) Address to which to be repatriated (mauza, thana and district)— 

(6) Section of Act TI under which repatriated— 
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(6) Name of employer— 

(7) Estate and district— 

(8) Date of despatch— 

(9) Thumb impression of emigrant— 

(10) Remarks— 

One copy of the chalan will be retained by the Magistrate or Inspec¬ 
tor, a second copy will.be sent' with the emigrant to Goalundo or 
Dhubri, as the case may be, and the third copy, will be forwarded at 
the same time direct to the Embarkation Agent at that place. 

(а) The Magistrate or Inspector will provide the emigrants and 
dependants to be repatriated with railway and steamer tickets to 
Goalundo or Dhubri, and with diet money at the rate of 4 annas each 
per diem for the number of days they may be on the journey. 

(б) Should there be any emigrants amongst those to be repatriated 
who are unable to take core of themselves, and have no friends or 
relatives to look after them, the Magistrate or Inspector shall depute 
a peon, who should accompany them to Goalundo or Dhubri. On 
arrival, the peon should make over, emigrants to the Embarkation Agent 
at Goalundo or Dhubri, and will then return without delay. The name 
of the peon forming the escort should be entered in the remarks column 
of the chalan. 

(c) In every case in which an escort is necessary, the Magistrate 
01 Inspector shall provide the peons forming the escort (i) witli return 
railway and steamer tickets and (w) with diet money for the days during 
which they may be on the journey till their return, at the rate of four 
annas each per diem. 

(d) Immediately on the despatch of an emigrant or dependant or 
batch of emigrants or dependants, the Magistrate or Inspector will 
send to the Embarkation Agent at Goalundo or Dhubri telegraphic 
advice of the despatch. The advice should state the number of emi¬ 
grants and dependants sent, the date of despatch and the route by which 
sent. 

(e) On the arrival of the emigrants at Dhubri, the embarkation 
Agent, after satisfying himself as to the identity of all the emigrants 
named in the chalan by taking their thumb impressions and comparing 
the same with those shown on the chalan, shall, after signing the 
latter, return it to the District Officer from whom it was received, keep¬ 
ing the duplicate copy with himself. He shall accommodate the emi¬ 
grants in the shed provided for them at Dhubri and shall arrange for 
their repatriaton with all possible despatch. 

(f) A chalan containing the particulars indicated below shall be 
prepared for each emigrant by the Embarkation Agent and sent to the 
Magistrate to which the emigrant is to be despatched: — 

(1) Name of labourer— 

(2) Thumb impression of labourer— 

(3) Father’a. name— 

(4) Native district (zilla, mauza and thana)— 

(6) Names of dependants, if any— 

(6) Date of despatch from Dhubri— 

(7) 'Name of station at which the emigrant will alight— 

(8) Remarks— 

(p) The Embarkation Agent shall provide each emigrant with a 
railway ticket to the station nearest to the headquarters of the district 
in which the emigrant’s home is situated, and with diet money for the 
days during which he may be on the journey, at the rate of four annas 
per diem, and after seeing that the emigrant has started in the proper 
train for that station, he shtdl send a. telegram to the Magistrate of 
the district in which the station is situated, informing him of the des¬ 
patch of the emigrant, the name of tha station at which he will alight 
from the train, and the hour of his arrival there. 

(ft) Should there be any emigrants amongst those who have to be 
repatriated, who are unable to take care of themselves and have no 
friends or relatives to look after them, tW Embarkation Agent shall 
depute a peon, who should accompany the emigrants to the station 
nearest to the headc^uarters of the distnot 'in whi^ Hie emigrants’ home 
B situated. On arrival, the peon should make over tibie emigrtm^ to the 
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constable or peon waiting to receive them. The peon wUl then return 
to IJhuhn without delay. ‘ 

In every case in which an escort is necessary, the Embarkation 
peons forming the escort (i) with railway 
which they are sent, and with the price of 
8 or their return journey, and {it) with diet money for the days 
during which they may be on the journey till their return to Dhubri, 
at tiie rate oi lour aniiaH each per diem, 

A- receipt of the chalam from the District Magistrate of the 

district to which the emigrants have been repatriated, the Embarkation 
gent^at Dhubn shall inform the Deputy Commissioner of the labour 
district from which the emigrants were sent to Dhubri of their safe re¬ 
patriation, and at the same time forward to him a memorandum showing 
the expendituie incurred by him on that account in order that steps 
may be taken for the recovery of the amount from the employer or 
employers concerned. 


{k) Ihe amount so claimed shall consist of the railway fare and diet 
money of the emigrants, cost of telegraphic, messages to District Magis¬ 
trates, and, in the case of emigrants despatched under escort, the rail¬ 
way fare and diet_ money of the peons as well as their pay at the rate of 
four annas per diem tor tlie number of daj’s during which they may 
be absent from headquarters, and of costs duly incurred by IDistriet 
Magistrates in sending emigrants home; it shall also include any other 
charges which the Embarkation Agent may incur in this connection, 
such as the cost of the diet of emigrants during their stay at Dhubri. 
■Ihe sum, when recovered, will be deposited in the local treasury by 
the Embarkation Agent to the credit of the Inland Labour Transport. 

{1) In the case of emigrants Whether under contract or not, who 
while en route to the labour districts are found by the Inspector or 
Magistrate at Dhubri to have been wrongfully I'ecruited, the Embarka¬ 
tion Agent shall arrange for their repatriation observing as far as 
practicable the same procedure as that laid down in niles (e) to (t) for 
the repatriation of emigrants returned from the other labour districts 
of tJie province. 


(m) The cost of repatriation, which may include all or part of the 
items of expenditure mentioned in the rule (k), shall be recovered in 
such (;ases from the garden sardar or other person in charge of the 
emigrants, or, in default, from the employers. 

(n) The charges for the repatriation of emigrants and dependants 
shall, where they have not been deposited by the employer, be paid by 
the Magistrate of the district or subdivision from which repatriation 
takes place, from his contingent advance. 

(o) On receipt from the Embarkation Agent at Goalundo or Dhubri 
of the memorandum showing the expenditure incurred by him on the 
repatriation of emigrants and dependants from any district in Assam, 
the Deputy Commissioner shall, in cases where the expenditure is to be 
recovered from the employer, take steps to recover the amount from 
him, as well as the expenditure incurred in sending down the emigrants 
or dependants to Goalundo or Dhubri, as the case may be, which shall 
include the pay of peons employed as escorts for the number of days for 
which they may be absent from headquarters. In such case, the 
amount of the expenditure incurred by the Embarkation Agent at 
Goalundo or Dhubri shall be credited into the treasury and shown in 
distinct items in the body of the cash-book. The debits raised on this 
account between Assam and Bengal, shall be accepted by the Comptrol¬ 
ler, Assam; where the expenditure incurred in repatriation is to be 
charged to the Inland Labour Transport budget, it shall be debited to 
that head. 


CHAPTER VI. 

Rulas relating to the transit of emigrants. 

PART I.— Genekai. Rules. 

46. Emigrants from the Burdwon and Presidency Divisions shall, 
on leaving a place of accommodation, travel to the labour districts tna 
Santahar and Amingaon or via Naihati and Goalundo. 

46. The transport of emigrants by any other route by a local agent, 
garden sardar, or, agent of the employer arranging for the transport of 
emigrants or person' in charge of a place of accommodation is prohibited. 
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• 47. All emigrants shall, di^ring the journey to the labour districts, 
be accompanied 1^ the gai^en sardar who engaged them or by 8°“* 
other competent person approved by the local agent or the agent of the 
employer arranging for their transport.' 

48. Best houses, which must be approved by the Magistrate of the 
district and the Civil Surgeon before being used, shall be provided at 
such places as are appointed from time to time by the local Government 
and the port of embarkation at Goalundo. The amount of accommoda¬ 
tion to be provided and the sanitary and structural aiTangements to be 
made in such rest houses, shall be regulated generally by the provisions 
of the rules 19 to 36 prescribed for places of accommodation, subject 
to any modification which the Magistrate may permit. 


PABT II.- ^Bt7I.KS BELATING TO THE TEANSIT BY HOAD AND HAIEWAT. 

49. In the event of emigrants -being detained on account of sickness 
by order of a Magistrate at any place, such emigrants shall be supplied 
with food, clothing, lodging and medical treatment at the expense of 
the local agent who despatched the^ or the employer on whose behalf 
they were recruited. 

60. The agent of the lemployer arranging for the transport tof 
emigrants shall be responsible for making all necessary provision to 
ensure the health, proper and sufficient feeding, safety and comfort 
of emigrants during their transit to the place of embarkation and for 
complying with the requirements of rules 51 to 55. 

51. Any emigrant suddenly taken ill at a railway station shall, 
wherever practicable, be sent immediately to the nearest hospital, 
accompanied by his relatives and dependants. 

52. When a medical officer has been appointed liy Government to 
examine emigrants, no emigrants shall be put into the train without 
being inspected and passed as fit by such officer to undertake the 
journey. 

53. In the case of emigrants travelling by train, the agent or 
person appointed by him to accompany them shall report the occurrence 
of any death among the emigmnts in his charge to the station master 
or police officer of highest rank at the station at which the death has 
taken place, or, if the death has taken place betweem two stations, then 
to the station master or police officer of highest rank at the first station 
at which the train, by which the emigrants are travelling, stops after 
the death has taken place. 

54. It should be the duty of the Emigration Officers at halting 
places— 

(1) to en.sufe the due observance of rule 51; 

(2) to see that sick emigrants and specially any who are affected 

with an infectious disease of a dangerous type, are detained; 

(3) to arrange when routes are likely to be overcrowded for 

. systematising despatch by rail and steamer, and 

(4) generally to ensure the due observance of these rules. 


55. Emigrants travelling via Asansol, Kharagpur, Naihati and 
Santahar shall halt at such places and for such periods as the local 
Government may direct, shall be accommodated in suitable rest-houses, 
and shall be provided with at least one meal of any of the kinds specified 
in rule 31. 


T’ABT III.—Bule.s kei.ating to the transport of emigrants 

BY RIVERS. 


A—General Rules. 

66. The Medical Inspector at eveiw place of embarkation shall sefe 
that the rest houses are kept by employers or agents in proper order 
and shall exercise the same powem in respect of them as are exercised 
by District Magistrates in respect of places of accommodation. He 
shall report, for the information of the District Mi^^stfat^ any failure 
on the paart of the employer or hij agent to attend to the Medical Officer's 
orders: Water and conservancy arrangements shiottld receive epecial 
attentioxk. 

67; Ppoperfy sheltered deck space shall ordinarily be provided on 
board steamers or flats, throughout the year at tlie rate of 12 dujprflcial 
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feet to each emigrant proceeding to Assam exclusive of hospital, gai^* 
ways, ventilating hatches and space for crew and attendants. In 
steamers of the daily mail service, besides suitable and available 
on the main deck, fore and after cabins also may be measured 
accommodation of emigrants at the mte per emigrant of 12 and 14 
superficial feet, respectively. 

The Embarkation Agent may, however, at his discretion, permit a 
provision of 10 superficial feet per emigrant at any time during the cold 
season, should he consider the amount of space sufficient. 

On the express steamers plying between Goalundo and _ Chandpu^ 
deck space at the rate of 8 superficial feet for day travelling and 10 
feet for night travelling shall be allotted for every emigrant. 

58. Hospital space shall be provided for one per cent, twith a mini¬ 
mum of 100 square feet) of the total number of emigrants to be c.arri^, 
but such space shall be allotted at double the rate allowed for healthy 
adults, making reasonable allowance for space occupied by other require¬ 
ments. 

59. (1) The space intended for hospital purposes shall be provided 
on the upper dock of the steamer or flat and a canvas screen shall divide 
it off from the rest of the deck space. 

(2) A suitable compartment, approved by the Medical Inspector, 
shall be set apart for a dispensary. 


B.—Fittings of stkameks and flats. 

60. All fittings shall be provided entirely on board that vessel 
which is to convey the emigrants to (heir destination; bu(. u necessiuy, 
and with the Medical Inspector’s consent, the hospital may be provided 
on an upper deck of the adjoining flat or steamer, if it accompany th 
vessel for the whole journey. 

61. Bamboos shall be fastened, fore and aft, along the central 
stanchions within the emgirants’ deck space in cruder to enable th 
emigrants to hang up their bundles and blankets for the day. 

62 All dangerously exposed places near hatches, ladders, bathing- 
place;, latrines, commLication and landing stages shall be securely 
railed in to guard against accidents. 

66. Embarkation, landing and all communicating .fa^es likely to 
be used by emigrants shall be at least 3 feet 
provided with hand-rails—a requirement that shall stiutly 
with whenever emigrants are to be embarked or landed.

68. Nothing in these loiles shall exempt steamers or flats licensed 
to carry emigrants from the operation of rules under the Inland Steam 
Vessels Act, 1917 (I of 1917) unless in cases where Mpecific provisions are 
laid down in these rules. 


C— Embarkation Agents. 

69. Emigrants shall be embarked as soon as possible after their 
arrival. 

70. The Embarkation Agent or one of his assistants, the medical 
officer, and the peon or other persons in charge of the emigrants shall 
be present at eveiw embarkation. If the number of emigrants to be 
embarked be small, a competent assistant may be deputed by the 
Embarkation Agent to supervise the embarkation. 

71. If any emigrant is taken ill and is unfit to go he shall be detain¬ 
ed and sent to the authorised hospital and such of his relatives and 
dependants, if any, as desire to remain, or whom it is, for sufficient 
reason, deemed proper to retain, shall be detained. 


D- 


-Masters 


OF VESSEI.S. 


72. ' The master of any vessel intending to apply for a license to 
carry more than twenty emigrant passengers shall provide the perma¬ 
nent fittings as prescribed in the rules 00 to 07 and shall thereafter 
apply in writing to the Embarkation Agent, Goalundo, or other officer 
duly empowered by the local Government, for an inspection of such 
fittings, and of the legal capacity of the deck space for the accommoda¬ 
tion of such passengers. 


73, The Embarkation Agent, Goalundo, or oiher officer shall there¬ 
upon examine the fittings; and, after satisfying himself that the require¬ 
ments of the rules have been complied with, may grant a certificate of 
approval, in Form No. 6, specifying the number of emigrant passengers 
that the vessel may carry. 


74. The master of any vessel intending to carry emigrants as 
passengers under his license shall provide the following ; — 


(a) Stores, medicines, medical comforts and cooking utensils in 
accAirdance with the requirements of Schedules A, B and C. 

(h) A medical officer licensed by the Embarkation Agent, Goalundo. 
(c) The establishment of attendants as prescribed in s(;hedule 11. 


Every medical officer licensed under this rule shall be a registered 
medical practitioner unless the special permission of Goveinment is 
obtained to the appointment of a qualified compounder. So much of 
this and other rules framed under the Assam lAxboiiv and Emigration 
Act as relates to the appointment and functions of a tiiedical officer on 
vessels carrying emigrants shall he inapplicable in the cases of vessels 
proceeding to the districts of (laehar and Sylhet with less than fifty 
emigrants on board : 

PiTtvided that— 

(t) the Medical Inspector of Emigrants at Goalundo nmj^ declare 
that in any particular case a medical officer of the com¬ 
pounder class shall he carried and for the pujposes of this 
, proviso two compounders sh all he kept in reseive; 

(it) where there is no medical officer on board, all intending 
emigrants shall be carefully examined before embarkation, 
and 

(Hi) the master shall put in at the neai'est dispensary in the event 
of an accident occurring or of disease or illness breaking out, 
and disembark the emigrants affected for examination and 
treatment. 


76. A special examination shall invariably he made by the Medical 
Inspector of any vessel in which much sickness has occurred on the 
voyage immediately preceding; and the license applied for by the master 
shall not be granted unless the master carries out such measures of 
cleaning, disinfecting, deck-caulking, etc., as the Medical Inspector 
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may think neceetsary. If a vessel is found to be reomringly nnbe»lthy 
for emigrants after material alterations and improvemants Have boAB 
made in her areomniodation, a license shall be refused her. 

76. After everything has been examined and approved, the master 
and tlie medical officer shall sign the prescribed provision and medical 

final Ifinding statements (Forms Nos. 8, 9 and 10 respec¬ 
tively), and when the Embarkation Agent is satisfied that all is correct, 
and that the master of the steamer has a copy of the Act and rules, he 
in&y ffrant a license in Form No. 6 or 7 to the master of the vessel. 

77. Persons other than emigrants may be accommodated on board 
the same vessel with the emigrants and on the same deck provided 
that the total number under conveyance does not exceed the maximum 
number specified in the license; but such persons shall on no con¬ 
sideration be permitted to locate themselves within the spaces specially 
allotted for the use of emigrants proceeding under the Act. 

78. Horses, pigs and other animals shall not be allowed on the 
same deck with the emigrants. 

79. The master shall see that the deck space for emigrants is kept 
clear of cargo, etc., so long as emigrants are under conveyance, and 
that ladders, stages, etc., are safely secured and railed -with a double 
railing. 

80. The master of an emigrant vessel and the medical officer in 
charge shall conjointly be resjKinsible for the care and good treatment of 
the emigrants dxiring the passage. The medical officer shall strictly carry 
oxit the special iTistructions contained in Form No. 11 delivered to him 
by the Embarkation Agent for his guidance. 

81. The medical officer shall insist upon the establishment specially 
entertained for attendance on the emigrants discharging their duties 
nunctually and properly; and the master shall render all the assistance 
in his power to the medical officer, in order that he may maintain 
discipline on board and conform strictly with all the requirements of 
the rules regxiloting transport. 

82. Peons, garden sardars or other persons in charge of emigrants 
shall obey the instructions of the master and the medical officer, and 
shall immediately report to them any neglect of duty or occurrence of 
disease or accidents nr disagreements affecting the emigrants. The 

, master and the medical officer shall thoroughly investigate the matter 
under report as soon as possible thereafter. 

83. Peons and sardars shall have their day and night duties fairly 
divided and clearly defined. When there are sick emigrants in hospital, 
licons, sardars and tonazes shall be dcT)uted to hospital duty so that the 
sick may constantly be cared for. and the attendants on duty shall be 
regularly relieved by others in rotation. The careful night nursing of 
the sick by the attendants shall be strictly insisted on and looked to 
by the medical officer. 

84. As soon after the embarkatio»> as possible, the emigrants shall 
be comfortably bertbed and their bundles .searched for any indigestible 
ff)od, grain or old rags they may have contrived to take with them, all 
of which shall be thrown overboa7<l or bujmed either in the engine 
fm-naces or on shore in the presence of the medical officer. This 
precaution shall receive repented attention throughout the passage. 

85. It shall he the duty of the steamer companie.s to ado])t such 
measures as may he considered necessary for preventing the sale of 
unwholesome food to emigrants at the steamer ghats. 

86. The decks shall be swept morning and evening and after every 
meal and shall always be kept clean and dry, but shall be washed only 
when weather, time and other circumstances nermit the emigrants being 
landed or accommodated on another deck till their deck is thoroughly 
dry. The emigrants’ deck space shall not be encroached upon in any 
M ay by either crew or passengers other than emigrants, nor shall they 
be permitted to interfere with the emigrants. 

87. The latrines shall be constantly cleaned and disinfected. 
Attention shall also bo paid to the cleanliness and disinfection of the 
bed-pans when in use. 

88. Whenever the weather permits, the side curtains shall be raised 
to admit of free perflation of air, and under all circumstances thorough 
ventilation shall be promoted by every available means. 

89. The emigrants on rising in the morning shall, after well shak¬ 
ing them, fold and sling their blankets out of the way. 
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90. The emigrants shall be mustered every morning and exammed 
bj the medical officer. Those who are well shall, weather permitting, 
bathe daily, and wash their clothes at least twice a week. 

91. Emigrants’ clothes, mats and blankets shall be aired and put 
in the sun as often as possible, especially after damp weather. 

92. Rations shall be issued daily by the meAcal officer according 
to the scale prescribed in schedule A, and sufficiently early to admjt 
of the food being prepared for distribution punctually at 9 o’clock in 
the forenoon and 4 o’clock in the afternoon ; and all such issues, as 
well as those of medical comforts, shall immediately thereafter be 
entered by such officer in the prescribed provision and other lists, and 
certified by him and the master concerned. Boiling rice in bad water 
shall not he permitted; an.d when the food is ready, the medical officer 
shall invariably satisfy himself as, to its being properly cooked, and 
shall see that it is fairly distributed. Stale food shall not be kept by 
either cooks or emigrants and all utensils shall be cleaned out and 
shown to the medical officer after each meal. Motherless infants and 
invalids shall have suitable and freshly preT)ared food (milk, soup, sago, 
etc.), ordered for them every three or four hours. 

In the case of those emigrants who object to eat the food prepared 
for them on board, flour, in the prescribed quantity, shall be supplied 
to them, together with the other articles of uncooked rations (except 
rice) prescribed in schedule A, and every facilitv shall be afforded them 
to cook their own food. Should* they, however, prefer it, they may 
be supplied with chura and gur or svttoo, according to choice. 

93. A constant supply of good drinking water shall be kept up 
in the tanks. These shall be used alternately, the water in each being 
allowed to settle after the addition of alum in the proportion of 6 grains 
to the gallon; and pinked with permanganate and every effort shall be 
made to prevent emigrants from drinking the river-water fresh drawn 
from the side of the vessel. The water shall bp pumped directly into 
the tanks from the river in midstream and clear from all possible risk 
of pollution from the latrine, etc. 

94. Emigrants on board streamers and flats shall not be allowed 
to draw water from the river over the sides of the vessels and thereby 
to incur the risk of accidents. 

96. Emigrant passengers, as a rule, shall not be required to labour 
during the passage, but in exceptional coses of urgent necessity only^ 
such of them as are considered by the medical officer to be well fitted 
for work may be employed, proyided that such work is free from 
extraordinary risk to life, and that the master supplies those so employed 
with extra rations at the rate of two-and-a-half chittaks of rice and 
half a chittak of dal for each man i>er diem. 

96. The master of every licensed vessel on arrival at every port 
of inspection shall report to the Magistrate or Civil Siirgeon the number 
of passengers and crew on board, the general state of their health and 
the number of deaths that occurred on the passage; and omission to 
do so shall entail prosecution or refusal of license to carry emigrants 
thereafter. 

97. The master or the medical officer shall place the way-bill (Form 
No. 14) of the vessel received from any Embarkation Agent before the 
inspecting officers at each port of inspection, in order that they may 
3nter their remarks on the several points indicated in such way-bill. 

98. The master and the medical offiper shall furnish to inspecting 
officers all necessary information, and shall afford them every facility 
for the satisfactory discharge of their duties under the provisions of 
the Act and rules. 

9.9. The master of a licensed vessel at the close of every trip shall 
prepare in duplicate a mortality return (Form No. 15) in the prescribed 
form showing the deaths that occurred during the trip among the crew 
and passengers and shall forward one of these returns to the Embark¬ 
ation Agent at Goalundo, for information and transmission to the 
Superintendent of Emigration, Calcutta, and the other to the Director 
of Public Health, Assam. 

100. Every medical o>fficer proceeding in charge of emigrants shall 
keep a medical diary in the i)re8c.ribed form (No. 12), as well as a journal 
cf the principal events of the passage, and shall write them up daily 
and carefully. He shall moreover, on arrival at every inspection 
station, place the above documents before the inspecting officers for 
their initials against the latest entry. Every death shall be reported 
immediately to the master of the steamer, who, if there be no relatives 
on board entitled thereto, shall take over charge of any property or 
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money left by tbe deceased, and shall deliver the same to the 
at the next station, or at the last place of debarkation for disposal. 

steamer shall forward the medical diary direct 
to toe Diroctor of Public Health, Assam, and the journal to the 
Embarkation Agent, iJoalundo, at the close of every trip.' 

. 1^® medical officer shall also keep a separate chcdera register 

in the prescribed form (Form No. 13) and shall enter in it all necesary 
particulars regarding each cholera case that occurs. At the close of 
each trip on which any case of cholera has occurred this register will be 
sent to the Director of Public Health, Assam, along with the way-bill 
and the medical diary. A copy of the cholem register should also be 
sent to the Embarkation Agent at Qoalundo. 

102. Every medical officer proceeding in charge of emigrants shall, 
in case of misconduct or neglect of his duties, or of the requirements 
of the rules regulating transport, be liable to dismissal on the requisi¬ 
tion of any Medical Inspector or oth^er officer so empowered. 

103. The medical officer shall be responsible for keejdng up those 
parts of Forms Nos. 8 and 9 which relate to the daily issue of provisions 
and of medical storw and comforts, they shall be filled in regularly 
every day and submitted for inspection to the inspecting officers when 
they visit th® vessel at the close of the passage. 

104. _ All extra food and any change in diet shall be regulated by 
the medical officer only, on his own responsibility. 

PABT IV— Penalty. 

106. Whoever commits a breach of any of the rules contained in 
this chapter shall be punishable with fine which may extend to five 
hundred rupees. 


CHAPTER VII. 

Prooedure to be followed on the ooourrenoe of oholera and other 
Infeotloue diseases as small-pox, plague, Influenza, eto. 

106. (1) In the event of oholera, small-pox, plague, enteric, kala- 
azar, infiuenza or other epidemic or infectious disease, occurring in 
any place of accommodation, or in any rest-house on the emigrant route, 
the person in charge shall take immediate steps to secure the removal 
of the emigrant attacked to the hospital approved by Government. 

(2) All cases and deaths from infectious diseases shall be notified 
at once to the nearest local authority. 

(3) A separate register shall be maintained for cases and deaths of 
infectious diseases by the Superintendent of Emigration. 

(4) Disinfectants, e.g., ('i) chlorinated lime, (it) permanganate of 

potash, (iii) cyllin, (iv) cyllin soap, (v) towels, basins, etc., shall be 
stored in a sufficient quantity in all places of accommodation and rest 
houses. ( 

107. When any emigrant has been removed to hospital the person 
in charge shall carefully disinfect the clothing and belongings of all 
others occupying the same shed, whether they belong to the infected 
batch or not, and shall in the meantime supply to each one fresh cloth¬ 
ing and shall remove each such one from such shed to the segregation 
sljed which shall be built apart from the rest house, or place of accom¬ 
modation, and shall provide sii^fficient accommodation for at least twenty- 
five per cent, of the number for which a certificate is granted for the 
rest house. If the segregation shed is not large enough to hold all, the 
excess number may be accommodated in some vacant shed within the 
premises of the rest house, or place of accommodation. It is at the 
discretion of the Superintendent of Emigration or District Magistrate 
to exempt such place of accommodation, as he may think fit, from the 
necessity of having a segregation shed. 

108. (1) When any shed in which a case of cholera has occurred 
has been vacated in pursuance of rule 107, the Mrson in charge shall, 
under the advice and superintendence of the Medical Inspector or 
Immigration Officer, as the case may be, (i) have the wood-work, floor 
and other parts of the shed thoroughly cleaned and disinfected, (it) 
freely admit light and air, (iii) have the floor dug up and the earth 
disinfected and burnt or buried. If the floor is a cemented one, how¬ 
ever, it will be sufficient to have it thoroughly washed with disinfect¬ 
ants. 
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(g) OholetB Btool« or vomit shall not be throw into or new My 
k ot nor kept «3tpos^ to flies but shall be immediately _ 


aupply nor expoaed to flies nor buried in the ffround. They shall be 
burnt immediately or thoroughly disinfected by keeping them immersed 
in a disiniectant such as chlonnated lime or cyllin lotion for at least 


16 minutes. 

(4) The inmates of the rest house shall be provided with water that 
has been chlorinated or treated with permanganate of potash. AH food 
should be protected from flies. 

(5) Wells or tanks situated in the rest house should be chlorinated 
or treated with permanganate of potash and protected from polution. 

(fl) Every one who attends a patient or touches Ms or her body or 
clothing or assists at his or her funeral shall wash his hands with soap 
and hot water and a disinfectant such as chlorinated lime solution or 


cyllin lotion. 


109. Contacts of small'pox.and plague cases shall, if necessary, in 
the opinion di the medibal ofiScer, he vaccinated or inoculated as the 
case may be. 


110. Emigrants who are detained in a segregation shed under 
observation shall not leave the prScincts of such shed until permitted 
by the Emigration Officer or Medical Inspector, as the case may he, 
to do so. 


111. The period of segregation shall be three days in cholera, 12 
days in small-pox, 8 days in plague and influenza and such period shall 
be calculated from the time of their admission into the segregation 
shed, provided that no fresh case occurs during the said period, in 
which case the days shall begin to count from the date of the last 
case that may occur during their segregation. 


112. No fresh batch of emigrants shall be admitted by' the person 
in charge into any shed in a rest house, or place of accommodation in 
which a case ot imedtious disease has broken out— 


(a) tihtil those attacked are removed to the segregation shed if 

such be {O'aotioable, and all the other emigrants occupying 
the shed, in which the case occurs, are removed to a segre¬ 
gation ^ed witli the prescribed accommodation required by 
the rules. The segregation shed to be at such distance from 
the rest hotise, or place of accommodation as the Superin¬ 
tendent of Emigration, Emigration Officer or Magistrate 
thinks necessary; 

(b) nor until the shed in whicli cholera and other infectious dis¬ 

eases have broken out and into which it is desired to again 
admit the emigrants is thoroughly cleaned and disinfected, 
in the case of depots or rest liouses, to the satisfaction of 
the Jifedical Inspector oj Emigration Officer concerned, whose 
pienfrission to receive other emigrants into the rest house 
will not be given until this is done. 


118. Wbwi cholera and other infectious diseases broke oUt in a 
rest house, the person in charge shall advise the persons in charge of 
the plaoe of aoceuiinodation or other rest bouse along the route, not to 
despatch nums Otnigrants, or intending emigrants, until the provisions 
of-i^e 112 have‘been fully complied with and until authorised to do so 
tiy the E^graftiOn Officer. 

114. To each person detained in a segregation shed, the person in 
charge of the rest house, or place of accommodation, shall supply two 
meals Of any of the three kinds specified in rule 31 according to the 
choice of each emigrant, every day during the period of segregation. 

116. The dally charge for the treatment of each emigrant in hospi¬ 
tal shall be eight annas, and shall be paid by the local agent, or the 
person in charge of the rest house or plaoe of accommodation, from 
^hich the emigraht was taken to hospital. 

116. The charge for the removal of each sick emigrant from any 
railway ^faoa or from any rest house, or place of acoommodatiou to 
hba bogpital, shall be borne by the looal agent or garden saidar or 
i^tgson tg cbwge of the emigrant, or of the rest hmse, or plaoe of 
aoeapiBiowtibn. 

Ul7. The person in charge of the rest house, or place of accom¬ 
modation shall make all necessary arrangements for the disposal, ei^uv 
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burial, of the bodies of emigrauts, or intending emi- 
fnnvimT /I +' ‘‘burge who die either in his rest house, or plane of

^rom slight illness may be attended in 
V ' but ®,11 serious cases shall be treated in hospital. Patients 
oil +n \ cholera or other dangerously communicable disease, with 
belongs to them, shall be instantly and thoroughly isolated 
^ bealtny, and the family or batch in which such disease 

ccurred shall be kept as far apart as possible from the rest of the emi¬ 
grants without exciting alarm. 

Ihe following procedure should be followed when small-poxj appears 
on board a steamer carrying emigrants : — 

(o) Emigrants or dependents attacked with small-pox shall be at 
once segregated and landed at the next landing, place at which there 
IS a depot hospital. 

(b) The medical officer proceeding in charge of emigrants shall at 
once parade and examine all the emigrants and dependants on board 
and make out a list of all who have not been already vaccinated or 
inoculated, or who have not already suft'ered from small-pox. These 
emigrants and dependants shall be brought for vaccination before the 
inspecting medical officer at the next port of inspection reached by the 
steamer. The number of emigrants and dependants to be vaccinated 
should be entered in the steamer way-bill. 

The medical officeil shall, on the appearance of a case of small-pox 
among the emigrauts or dependants, at once vaccinate all of them. 

J19. Places originally occupied by emigrants removed on account 
of communicable disease shall be instantly cleaned, and the deck shall 
be thoroughly scraped and scrubbed w’ith hot sand and disinfecting 
fluid, and if circumstances admit, fumigation with burning sulphur 
shall also bo carried out. 


120. Besides immediate isolation and treatment of the first case 
of dangerously communicable disease, every precaution shall be taken 
to prevent an epidemic, strict attention being paid to premonitory 
symptoms, general and personal cleanliness, careful disinfe(!tion and 
disposal of excreta, disinfection and destruction of infected article.s, 
free ventilation, and care of the healthy. 

121. All clothes, blankets, mats, and other things that have been 
in any way in contact with those suffering from serious communicable 
disease, or have been soiled or are suspected of infection or impurity, 
shall be placed in disinfecting fluid and disposed of by burial or burn¬ 
ing. They may be burnt in the ship’.s furnace or on shore according 
as the medical officer may direct. 

122. When cholera or any other disease in an epidemic form breaks 
out, a special report should be prepared showing, if possible, the 
probable cause of such an o<!cuneiice. The register of cholera cases 
(Form No. 13) should be carefully filled in, and the medical diary 
should show the details of treatment of each case fiom day to day. 
Every precaution should be taken to prevent the spread of the disease, 
and its occurrence should be reported to the Magistrate of the first 
station arrived at thereafter. The Civil Surgeon ofi the district shall 
without delay pass on the information to the Civil Surgeon of the next 
district concerned. 

123. (a) On the death of an emigrant in a platje of accommodation 

or in a hospital, the local agent or the medical' officer in charge of the 
hospital, as the case may be, shall hand over the property of the deceased 
emigrant to his or her relatives who may be present. In the absence 
of any relative or when there is di.spute among several relatives, the 
local agent or the medical officer shall make a list of the property and 
forward such property with the list to the nearest district or subdivi- 
sional Magistrate, who shall, after making enquiry as to the heirs, 
dispose of the property. . , • 

(b) When, however, the emigrant dies in a rest house, or d.uring 
journey by road or rail, the forwarding agents concerned shall make 
a list of the property as early as may be practicable, and forward such 
property, together with the list, to the Manager of the garden to which 
the emigrant was proceeding, for delivery to any relative who may be 
present, but when there is no relative or there is a dispute among 
soveral relatives, the garden Manager shall send, the* property and the 
list to the District Magistrate or Subdivisional Magistrate within whose 
jurisdiction home is situated for disposal. 

124. Whoever commits a breach of any of the rules in this Chapter 
be punishable with fine, which may extend to five hundred rupees.

The memorandum on the reverse should be accurately filled in for the informa¬ 
tion of the emigration Department. 

2. All the noteworthy events, oocurrences and incidents of the voyage should 
be duly reported to the officers who may visit the vessel for the purposes of 
inspection. 

.3. A journal reoordit^ accurately and briefly the daily occurrences of the 
voyage should be daily written up, and the initials of the Master obtained at the 
close of each day, and those of the inspecting officers on the dates of their inspec¬ 
tions. _ Such journal, together with the special cholera report, if ony, a complete 
way-bill of the shipments and any other papers relating to the passage, should 
be pMted under cover of a forwarding letter to the Embarkation Agent concerned 
in the embarkation pf the emigrants under conveyance, for endorsement of any 
remarks he may desire to offer, and for transmission to the Superintendent of 
Emigration at Calcutta. 

4. The emigrants during the winter months should made to wear their 
warm clothing, whenever the conditions of the weather r^der such a precaution 
necessary. 

6. The effects of the emigrants under conveyance to the labour districts 
should be searcbingly examined under personal supervision after embarkation and 
at intervals during the voyage, and all improper articles of food and dirty rags 
found amongst them should be at once removed and destroyed. 

0. Every care should be taken to secure the serving out of properly cooked 
food to the emigrants, and special and continuous attention should be paid to the 
regular and proper feeding of infants and children and the sick with milk and 
other suitable and nourishing diet. Strict attention should also be paid to the 
maintaining of a constant supply of good drinking-water, as well as to the carry¬ 
ing out of the arrangements for the supply of water for bathing and washing 
purposes. 

7. At the close of the voyage the Debarkation Officer should be requested to 
examine the quality of the stores supplied on the passage, and to countersign the 
provision and medical stores lists, if satisfied that the stores have been issued 
according to scale. 

8. On the landing of emigrants at their destinations, the Medical Officer 
should see that disembarkations are not effected at any but authoriaed landing 
places, and should also carefully fill in health certificates. 

9. When cholera or any other disease in an epidemic form breaks out a 
special report should be prepared showing, if possible, the probable cause of such 
an occurrence. The prescribed register of cholera cases (Form No. 13) should be 
carefully filled in, and the medical diary (Form No. 12) should show the details 
of treatment of each case from day to day. Every precaution should be taken 
to prevent the spread of the disease, and its occurrence tffiould~be reported to the 
Magistrate of tbe first station arrived at thereafter. 

10. Any emigrant attacked by small-pox on the passage should bo landed at 
the first opportunity, unless there are strong reasons to the contrary.

(o) Other permanent^ tenure-holders and temporary tenure-holders whose lease has 
over 1.5 years to rim shall pay three-fourths of the landlords’ share, and their 
landlords shall pay the remaining one-fourth. 

(c) Temporary tenure-holders whose lease has 15 years to run shall pay fifteen- 

sixteenths of the share they would pay in accordance with (6) above, if they 
were permanent tenure-holders, aud so on, proportionately according to the 
number of years of the lease to run, 

(d) Temporary tenure-holders who do not hold on a lease t>r for a fixed term shall 
« pay halt of the landlords’ share. 

Profanation .—The calculation shall be made from the lowest grade of landlords 
immediately above ‘be raiyats.

Provided that hackney-carriages registered before the issue of these by-laws are 
exempted from conforming to these dimensions. 

The wheels shall be rubber-tyred, strong and sound so as to run true and without 
rattling or shaking, and shall be protected by properly fitted splash-boards. The springs 
and axles shall be in perfect order and all iron work must be strongly put together. 

The lining and oushions shall be clean and in good condition and the inside of the 
carriage perfectly clean. 

The hood and apron shall be made of strong leather and shall be so fitted as to 
make the carriage water-tight. 

The body, wheels and shafts of the carriage shall be painted dark green with plain 
yellow or gold lining ; the hood and apron shall be painted black. 

The doors shall close well and shall not rattle.

PRElilHIKARY. 

1 . (/) This Act may be called the Indian Forest Act,

(2) It extends to Bombay, Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, the 
United Provinces, the Punjab, the Central Provinces and 
the North-West Frontier Province (except the District 
of Hazara). 

(3) The Local Government of any other province may, 
by notification in the local official Gazette, extend this Act 
to the whole or any specified part of the province.

(3) “forest-offence ” means an offence punishable under 
this Act or under any rule made thereunder ; 

(4) “ forest-produce ” includes— 

(a) the following whether found in, or brought 
from, a forest or not, that is to say :— 

“timber, charcoal, caoutchouc, catechu, wood-oil, 
resin, natural varnish, bark, lao, mahua fiowers, 
mafana seeds and myraboJatus, and 

(6) the following when found in, or brought 
from, a forest, that is to say:— 

(t) trees and leaves, flowers and fruits, and 
all other parts or produce not herein¬

the Government is entitled, a reserved forest in the 
manner hereinafter provided. 


Notification by 4 . (/) Whenever it has been decide<l to constitute any 

Loca Government, reserved forest, the Local Government shall issue 

a notification in the local official Gazette— 

(a) declaring that it has been decided to constitute 
such land a reserved forest; 

(ft) specifying, as nearly as possible, the situation and 
limits of such land, and 

(c) appointing an officer (hereinafter called “the 
Forest Settlement Officer ”) to inquire into and 
determine the existence, nature and extent of 
any rights alleged to exist in favour of any 
person in or over any land comprised within 
such limits, or in or over any forest-produce, 
and to deal with the same as provided in this 
Chapter. 


Explanation .—For the purpose of clause (ft), it shall be 
sufficient to describe the limits of the forest by roads, 
rivers, ridges or other well-known or readily intelligible 
boundaries. 

(2) The officer appointed under clause (c) of sub-section 
(/) shall ordinarily be a person not holding any forest- 
office except that of Forest Settlement Officer. 

(S) Nothing in this section shall prevent the Local 
Government from appointing any n amber of officers not 
exceeding three, not more than one of whom shall be a 
person holding any forest-office except as aforesaid, to 
perform the duties of a Forest Settlement Officer nnder 
this Act. 


Bar of accrual of 5 . After the issue of a notification under section 4 , no 

forest-righti. right shall be acquired in or over the land comprised in 

such notification, except by succession or under a grant or 
contract in writing made or entered into by or on behalf 
of Government or some person in whom such right was 
vested when the notification was issued ; and no fresh 
clearings for cultivation or for any other purpose shall 
be made in such land except in accordance with such 
rules as may be made by the Local Government in this 
behalf.

Provided that, if, in the case of auy forest-land or 
waste-land, the Local Government thinks that such 
inquiry and record are necessary, but that they will 
occupy such length of time as in the meantime to 
endanger the rights of Government, the Local Govern¬ 
ment may, pending such inquiry and record, declare 
such land to be a protected forest, but so as not to abridge 
or affect any existing rights of individuals or communi¬ 
ties. 


38 . The Local Government may, by notification in 
the local official Gazette,— 

(a) declare any trees or class of trees in a protected 
forest to be (reserved from a date fixed by the 
notification ; 

{b) declare that auy portion of such forest specified

(iv) for the protection of roads, bridges, railways and 
other lines of communication ; 

(u) for the preservation of the public health. 

(8) The Local Government may, for any such purpose, 
construct at its own expense, in or upon any forest or 
wa«te-laod, such work as it thinks fit, 
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(J) No ttoljfieation shall bm made tinder snb-seotion (i) 
nor shall any work be began under snb-seotion (£), until 
after the issue of a notice to the owner of such forest or

STATEMENT pE OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

It is the practice to allow goods intended for warehousing at an inland bonded ware¬ 
house to be removed there from the wharf or ship’s side direct. It has been pointed out 
that under the law as it stands, strictly, interpreted, no goods ought to be removed to an 
inland bonded warebouse unless they had previously been deposited in a warehouse at a 
customs-port; to enfoice this woul#he a useless and expensive formality. It is, therefore, 
proposed that the existing praotioe should be regularised. 

2. Some inland bonded warehouses are managed by officers of the Local Govern¬ 
ments, others by officers directly subordinate to the Central Board of Revenue. With 
respect to the latter class, it is proposed, in pursuance of the principle of the Central Board 
of Revenue Act, 1924, that the Local Governments should be divested of authority, their 
authority in other cases being maintained by the provision that the Chief Cuetoms- 
autbority (»>., the Central Board of Revenue) must obtain the assent of the Local Govern¬ 
ment before appointing or licensing any inland bonded warehousi'.

This is an Election Petition under l^art Vll of the Legislative Assembly Electoral 
Rules to have the election of the Respondent declared void, and to have himself declared 
the duly elected candidate, mainly on the ground that the result of the election has been 
materially affected by the improper reception of votes, and by corrupt practices under 
Part II, Schedule V,* of the Electoral Rules alleged in the petition of which particulars 
have been furnished. 

Respondent denies the allegatious made in the petition, and submits that his election 
is perfectly valid, and adds that petitioner was less than 25 years of age on the date of his 
nomination, and that therefore the petition is not maintainable, and petitioner cannot 
claim to be declared duly elected. 

Upon the several allegations in the petition, and de dais in the written statement Ihei 
following issues have been framed :— 

hsuea. 

1. Was the petitioner a duly nominated candidate and is ho entitled to maintain the 
petition ? 

2. Is the petitioner’s claim to be returned as the .duly elected candidate maintain¬ 
able ? 

.3. Did the persons mentioned in list A vote in the disputed election ? If so, were 
their votes void f 

4. Are the persons mentioned in list B Non-Muhammadan and disqualified to vote ? 

5. Did the persons mentioned in list C vote more than once in the constituency ? 

6. Where the persons mentioned in list D (A) dead and the persons mentioned in 
D (B) absent and were persons named in list D (C) personated by other persons ? 

7. Was the person named in Appendix P unable to vote, some one else having voted 
for him ? 

8. Are the tendered votes, votes of real voters and ought they to be included in th6 
poll ? 

9. Were the ballot papers named in Appendix O wrongly rejected by the retnrning 
officer ? 

10. Has the security been furnished by the petitioner as required by law ? If not, 
is he entitled to succeed ? Is the Tribunal competent to decide this point ? 

11. ‘Has the result of the election been materially affected on the grounds involved 
in the above issues ? 

12. Is the election of the respondent liable to be set aside and is the petitioner 
entitled to be declared duly elected in his place ? 

13. Is the petitioner entitled to the costs of this petition ? 
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Oeolslons. 

Issue (1). ianue Is framed upon the defence contention that the p6titioiaer being 

under 25 years of age was not a duly nominated candidate, and was therefore not 
competent to present the petition. The petition is presented under Rule 32 of the Eleotoyral 
Uules, which lays down that an election petition may be presented by any candidate or 
elector. Rule .-it) demies candidate as a person who has been nominated as a candidate^ 
etc. Upon paragraph (J) of the written statement it is an admitted fact that the petitioner 
was nominated. Bo tar i^ the rnaititainability of the petition is concerned, no question of 
due uoinination or of^ the age of the candidate presenting the petition can arise. Where 
Rules require due nomination they clearly bo lay down (see Rules 12 and 13), The 'fact 
that the "wwd nomination in Rule .')2 is not qualified shows that mere nomination is 
sufficient. Tho'Englisb Law on the subject is:—“A person disqualified for nomination, 
who has in fact been nominuted, is a candidate ami may petition.” (Rogers on Elections, 
page 250.) This is consistent with the wide, definition of candidate in Rule 30, and with 
the wording of Rule 32. We do not therefore consider it necessary to decide whether the 
petitioner was duly nominated, and find that the petitioner is entitled to maintain the 
petition. 

Issue (2).—“This issue is bused upon the contention of the defence that the petitioner 
being under 2-> years of age, and therefore not eligible to be a candidate, his claim to be 
returned as duly elected candidate is not maintainable. Such a question can only he raised 
on recrimination under Rule 42. It is not shown th-at respondent gave notice of his 
intention to recriminate within 14 days from the date of publication of the election 
petition under clause (6) of sub-rule (2) of Rule iKl and made the deposit and procured 
the execution of the bond referred to in Rnles 35 and 3ti respectively. In these circum¬ 
stances under the proviso to Rule 42 respondent is precluded from giving evidence that 
petitioner was under ago, and the evidence that has been taken on the point is not legal 
evidence. It is said for respondent that under Order VIII, Rule 2 of the Civil Procedure 
Code, apart from recrimination, respondent may raise the question that petitioner’s claim 
to the seat is not maintainable he being under 25 years. Under Rule 37 of the Electoral 
Rules, every election petition shall be enquired into by the Commissioners as nearly as 
may be in accordance with the procedure applicable under the Code of Civil Procedure 
tl90fi) to the trial of suits, subject to the provisions of the Electoral Rules. As rule 42 
lays down special procedure to be followed to enable the respondent to give evidence to 
prove that the election of the petitioner wonld have been void if he had been the returned 
candidate and a petition had been presented complaining of his election, in a case where' 
the petiitioner claims the seat for himself, as in this case, it follows that respondent cannot 
raise the question under Order VIII, Rtile 2. 

It is farther said for respondent that under Rule 45 the Commissioners are to report 
if thoTeturned candidate or any other party to the petition who has claimed the seat has 
been duly elected, and in so reporting shall have regard to the provisions of Rule 44 ; 
consequently under Rule 44 in this case the Commissioners will have to see if the result 
of the election has been materially affected by the improper reception of the nomination 
of petitioner. We hold however that Rule 44 is to be read subject to Rule 42, which 
precludes the respondent from adducing evidence of petitioner’s age, and that it cannot be 
contended that petitioner’s claim to be*returned as a duly elected candidate is not main¬ 
tainable. 

Issue (3),—The seven persons in Appendix A have no asterisk against their names 
in the electoral roll, so they are not voters for the Legislative Assernbly. Six of them 
voted in this election, five for respondent and one for petitioner. The remaining one, 
Nasiruddin, does not appear to have voted. Votes of persons who are not on the .Register 
will be struck off on a scrutiny (Rogers on Elections, Vol. 11, page 239). Five votes for 
respondent and one for petitioner must therefore be struck off. 

Issue (4).—The persons named in Appendix B (witnesses 13—15) say they are 
Hindus There is no evidence in rebuttal and no reason to disbelieve them. Under 
proviso (2) of Rule .5 (/) of Sohednle II, they are not qualified to vote in a Mohammadan 
constituency. The Electoral Roll shows that ballot papers were issued to them, though 
ihey had no right to vote. Two of them say they did not vote, and the third is silent 
about voting. It has not been possible to trace their votes as the counterfoils concerned 
show only the serial number of the voter in the Ward Roll, without any Ward number. 
This is a serious irregularity, as it renders it impossible to check those votes, but in view 
of onr finding on the petition it is not necessary to discuss the effect of it. 

As it is impossible to tell for which oanditlate these persons voted, if either, no action 
can be taken on our finding on this issue. 

Issue (5).—Appendix C gives the names of persons who are said to have voted twice. 
Petitioner has examined live of them (P. Ws. 4, 7, 17, 21 and 25). One of them (P. W. 17) 
admitted voting twice but only one of his ballot papers could be traced. The rest say that 
they voted once. On examination of the counterfoils it appears that Soleman Ariff Bbam 
voted twice. His ballot papers show that both votes were given to respondent. One of 
these votes is invalid, and must be struck off. We have not been able to trace any other 
invalid vote under this issne. 

Isatte (d).—Appendix D (a) gives the names of electors who are said to be dead, 
P. W. 5 proves the death of voter Ahmad Khan, P. W. 8 of voter Marai, P. W. 26 of voter 
JakM Khan and P. W. 2.3 of his father-in-law Uzir, supported by respondent’s witne 
No. I. There Is no sufficient evidence in rebuttal. The ballot papers and counterfoil 
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show that votes were recorded for ^elM ctemd persons. In favonr of the respondent. These 
' votes must be struck off. The dean, of ^bdul Hakim, Mithn, 6almir*aad Haji Sukur 
Gani has also been proved,' but it hfu» hbt been possible to trace whether any votes were 
reccr'led in their names, the same difSoQlty being encountered as under issue (4). 

^ Appendix D (&) givea the names persons who are raid to have been absent at the 
time of the Election, and not to have yoiedl HaSe Golam BarwarXP. W. 16) and,Abdul 
Hosaln (P. W, 30) Say they were away (u Ajmare at the time of the election and did not 
vote. P. W. 22 proves the acoovtpt boohs of Hafiz Golam Sarwar showing an entry of 
Rs. 121 and odd annas spent on Rau way tiokets on 6th January 1927. This witness also 
says that Hafiz Golam Sarwar was absent at the time of the eleotion. We find no reason 
to disbelieve those witnesses. .Ballot pitpers show that votes were reqorded in their name 
for respondent. This must have been done by some other persons, and these two votes 
most be struck off. 

Appendix D (c) gives the names of electors who are said to have been personated at 
tbe eleotion. We fonnd the same difficulty in tracing the votes of those persons as we 
refer to nnder Issue (s). It is therefore useless to discuss the evidence regarding each. 
No action ft possible. 

Issue (7) was not pressed at the trials. 

Issue{8 ).—This issue deals with 'tendered votes. Jahoor (P. W. 18), Makbul (P. W. 1), 
and Hamid Mistri (P. W. 11) (Nos. 1, 3 and* 2 respectively of the Tendered Voted List) 
each says that he tendered his vote on being told that a vote had been recorded in his name. 
P. W. 13 says he identified Jahoor at voting. P. W. 33, Polling Agent, says that he 
identified Mhngrii and that tbe latter tendered bis vote. Ashraf Ali (P. W. 2) says he 
went to vote and was given a paper to sign which he signed and then was asked to leave. 
He says he did not vote. His tendered ballot paper shows a vote recorded for petitioner. 
We consider tbe most probable explanation to be that not being allowed to vote in the 
ordinary way he thought his vote was not accepted, though the oallot paper shows that he 
did vote. It is proved that Jahur came to the polling station and repudiated the vote 
given in his name and that be tendered a vote for petitioner. 

We do not thiiik there is any sufficient reason to disbelieve these witnesses. The 
tendered ballot papers of Makbul, Mangru, Ashraf, Jahur and Hamid Alistri show that 
they tendered vott^s for the petitioner. These five votes must be added to the petitioner’s 
total. Ordinary ballot papers show that votes were reconied in the names of Jahur, 
Mangru, Ashraf and Hamid for the respondent. These must be bad votes, and should be 
struck off from respondent’s total. 

Issue (9).—The ballot papers in Appendix 6 do not appear to have been wrcngly 
rejected. 

Issue (iO).—This issue was not pressed. 

Issues (JI) and (12).—For reasons given in the decision of the several issues considered 
above, tbe votes of six persons named in Appendix A are void. Five, are for respondeat 
and one for petitioner: they must ba struck off. One vote under Appendix C for 
respondent is to be struck off. Votes of four persons in Appendix D (o) are void being 
vot^s in the names of dead persons. They are for respondent and must be struck off. 
Two votes were recorded for absentees named in Appendix D (b) on behalf of respondent 
and must be struck off. Ordinary votes given in the names of four persons named in the 
tendered votes list are for respondent and must be struck off. Thus in all sixteen votes 
for respondent and one for petitioner must be struck off. Five persons in the tendered 
votes list v^ded for petitioner, and those votes must be added to his total. Respondent 
polled 1,421 votes. This will be reduced to 1,405. Petitioner had 1,402 votes, which 
after one vote is de lnoted and five added, will be raised to 1,406, thos giving the petitioner 
a majority of one. . 

As a result of this finding we recomtuend that the election of the respondent be set 
aside, and that the petitioner be declared duly elected to the seat. 

Iasu 9 (13 ).—The petitioner in giving particulars of persous whose votes should be 
struck off was not as careful as he should have been. This has put respondent to un¬ 
necessary expenses but respondent has put himself to further unnecessary expense by 
examiniug a number of unnecessary witnesses, instead of restrioting himself to tbe case 
petitioner had attempted to make out. Petitioner on tbe other hand when adducing 
evidence showed greater care and restraint., Taking these cironmstanoes and the number 
of sittings into consideration, we asses i the oUsts at Rs. 750 (seven hundred and fifty) to 
be paid by respondent to petitioner.

No. F.'S93-C.S.ti.-27 .—Th^ following resolution by the Secretary of State for India 
in Council is publisbeil for general information 

In exeroiee of the powers conferred by sub-section {2) of seotiou 9613 of the Govern¬ 
ment of India Act, the Secretary of State, with the concurrence of the majority of votes 
at a meeting of the Council of India held on the 28th day of September 1927, hereby 
makes the following amendments to the Fundamental Rules, viz.:— 

1. At the beginning of rule 89 of the said rules, the following shall be inserted :— 

"* 89,.—(1) During the first four months of any period of leave on average pay, 
leave salary is subject to an absolute maximum of Rs. 4,000 per mensem, but 
this provision shall not apply to any Government servant, not being a memler 
of the Indian Civil Service who held on the 28th September 1927, a post to 
which a salary is attached exceeding Rs. 4,0<X) a month, or to the*persou who 
at that date held the office of Auditor-General,” 
and the said role 89 shall be renumbered as sub-rule (£) of rule 89. 

2. For clause (a) of rule 94 of the *said rules, the following shall be substituted 

namely :— ’ 

“(a) Governors and Lieutenant-Governors, Members of the Executive Council of 
the Governor-General, or of a Governor or Lieutenant-Governor during their 
tenure of office us such.” 

3. For rule 97 of the said rules, the following shall be substituted, viz. :— 

” 97.—(1) When a Government servant, who has held the office of Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, or Member of the Executive Council of the Governor- 
General, or of a Governor or Lieutenant-Governor, takes leave after vacating 
such office, there shall be credited in his leave account a period equivalent to 
the leave which would have been earned under the rules in sections I to V 
if the duty rendered as Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, or Member had been 
rendered in one ol the posts to which these rules apply ; and any leave which 
he has taken during his tenure of office shall be debited to his leave account 
in the same way as if he had taken leave on half average pay under these 
rules. His leave salary will be subject to the maxima laid down in rule 89.” 

“(2) If leave is taken immediately on vacating any of the offices referred to in 
sub-rule (I), or the post of Chief Commissioner, the Government servant shall 
not retain, while on leave, a lien on the post which he has vacated, and, if he 
held such post substantively, may be left without a lien on any permanent 
post.”
